Less Than Year Ago, Says 
Report Covering February 


SACRAMENTO (lP—State Con- 
troller Harry B. Riley today an- 
nounced the state continued its 
Steady pull out of the red during 
February, lowering the state general 

| fund cash deficiency to $67,492,822. 

The deficiency, the lowest in six 
' months, was $602,103 below the Feb- 
ruary figure last year. 

Riley said the state spent $12,667 
less than it made during the first 
eight months of the 1940-41 fiscal 
year, and revenue for the same per- 
iod totaled $126,576,582, an increase 
O: $8,517,839 over the first eight 
months of the preceding biennium. 

Sales tax returns exceeded those 
of last year by $6,673,713; imherit- 
ance tax returns by $1,417,335; bank 
and corporation franchise and in- 
come taxes by $646,984; liquor taxes 
and license by $362,287. Personal in- 
come tax revenue dropped $956,917. 

The controller said a $15,884,039. 
cut in unemployment relief costs 
was the principal factor in decreas- 

jed expenditures.

However, mankind, it is womankind 
in this particular case, being what 
it is, that uphill struggle which is 
calleq living goes on much the same 
today as it has in times past and 
any book concerned with that can- 
not be pigeonholed “escape” or 

Harriet Beecher Stowe has one 
association with California which is 
not generally known. Her son, Fred,

the black sheep of the family, had | 


embarked from Florida in 1870 on 
a voyage around the Horn. It ap- 
peared as though the earth had 
swallowed him. Police have never 
been able to find a trace of him 
since that time. 

Imagination plays little part in 
Mr. Wilson’s books, although Mrs. 
Stowe’s life holds all the flavor of a 


.|novel with its extraordinary success 


story. Mr. Wilson sticks to facts, 
sifting the vast amount of Beecher- 


Stowe material and gathering new, 


data from the collection of Mrs. 
Stowe’s letters in the Huntington 


| Liibrary in southern California. 


The Beecher household at Litch- 
field, Connecticut, was already over- 
crowded when Harriet arrived in 
1812. When he chose Lyman Beech- 
er could make life a long boisterous 
adventure for his offspring taking 
away the pinch of bitterness from 


| poverty when he played for them 


such unholy jig tunes as “Go To 
The Devil and Shake Yourself.” 
When Harriet was still in her 
teens the Beecher family moved to 
Connecticut where she had her first 
contact with slavery. Among the 
stories she heard was that of the 
young negress who escaped over the 
Ohio river by stepping on the cakes | 
of thawing ice. It was here that 
Harriet married Calvin Stowe a 
widower whom Mr. Wilson pre- 
sents in no heroic light. There is a 
lively picture of the Stowe house- 


hold as it multiplied and flourish- | 
{ed with Calvin trundling a wheel-: 
| barrow to the packing houses for 
|free meat to feed the six children 
| and Harriet growing sick of the 


smell of sour milk and the sight of 
wet colthes. 

When the Stowes left for Maine 
they were painfully poor. As usual 


| Harriet had to take charge and go 


on ahead to prepare the house. 
When the shabby little woman with 


'a baby on the way and three of her 
, Six children darned and frayed ar- 
|rived in Brunswick no one would 
| have prophecied what was in store 


for her. 
In Brunswick the neighbors were 
kind and the outlook changed. In 


; the intervals of cleaning, bargain-! 


ing for apples and cooking chowder 
Harriet wrote “sermonettes” for a 
religious paper and began to put her 
feelings about slavery into writing. 


This is how one of America’s best} 


sellers was written. One morning in 
church Harriet had a vision of an 
old slave being flogged to death. 
Somehow that was all she needed. 
After that the scenes which all came 
out of her own life experience mar- 
shalled themselves into an effect- 
ive sequence. She didn’t have to 


bother about technique because she 
wrote “in the universaly language 
of the human heart.” To be sure 
the strain of despatching little Eva 
to heaven was too much for her and 
she had to go to bed for two days. 
“Ucle Tom’s Cabin” was written in 
4 hours ang half hours snatched be- 
eibilerecurs tween nursing the baby, cooking, 
2 AND 3 rm furn apts.

For this 
first appearance Mrs. Stowe re-. 
ceived $300. The fine lavender and' 
gold binding of the novel when it 
came out in book form was, in a 
way, prophetic. Suddenly the book 
swept the country. The destitute! 
little Mrs. Stowe became the fore-| 
most woman in “America. For the 
first time in her life she could go 
for the fun of going and be it said 
to her credit that she did go. In 
England her reception was aston- 
ishing. Now her life became a pa- 
geant rather than a pilgrimage. 
But in spite of continued liter- 
ary success, life was not always a 
flowery bed of ease for Harriet. Her 
son Henry was drowned, her son 
Fred took to drink, and ‘her pril- 
liant youngest daughter was a mor- 
phine addict. Through all her days 
of being lionized Harriet remained 
the small town wife and housekeep- 
er. Mr. Wilson follows her life 
through more triumphs, through the 
Byron episode that almost wreck- 
ed her , through the gradual 
change ‘of the south teward Harriet 
where she was regarded as the arch- 
Jenemy for many years. —
